should be widely known and general­ 
ly acted on by every on who would 
improve his personal health and add 
to his chances 
of 
longevity. 
These 
rules of individual hygiene 
are, 
as 
their authors 
suggest, 
“almost 
as 
simple as the advice to bathe in the 
river Jordan,” but “it is their very 
simplicity and availability to which Is 
largely due their deplorable 
neglect 
and the failure to realize tho wonder­ 
ful benefits following 
their 
careful 
and continued observance.” 
The rules concern air, food, poisons 
and activity. 
In the baldest synopsis 
some of them are as follows: 
"Let the fresh air in; go out after 
it; alee)) out if you can; breathe deep­ 
ly. 
Eat slowly, avoid over eating and 
over-weight; eat some 
hard, 
some 
bulky, some raw foods; eat sparingly 
of meat and eggs. 
Keep erect; pere 
plre daily and keep clean; shun poi 
sons and infections; 
avoid 
fatigue; 
play a little, 
sleep 
enough; 
keep 
serene.” 
Most of these admonitions will ap­ 
peal to the intelligent reader as carry­ 
ing their own w arrant. 
One of them, 
however, concerns a subject which 
probably most 
readers 
have never 
thought of as directly having to do 
with good health—namely, tho admon­ 
ition to "keep erect.” 
The experts of 
the Life Extension Institute, however, 
who include a large num ber 
of 
dis­ 
tinguished physicians and hygienists, 
lay considerable stress on this m atter 
of posture.
